SAG Roy K. Moore,who is handling the Medburg Special, 
is directing this phase of the investigation in the Camden, 
New Jersey, area. SAC Ralph W. Bachmari*is aware of this 
aspect and in full agreement. Every effort is being made 
utilizing the joint services of Philadelphia dnd Newark 
Agents to develop details relative to the planned break-in. 
Extreme caution must be exercised, however, in order that our 
inquiries do not disrupt these plans. Experience has shown 
that Grady is meticulous in his planning and studies extensively 
for a several-weeks period the movement of employees, visitors, 
guards, et cetera, in the targeted area. ) 


It is imperative that this information not be 
disseminated a& this time to anyone outside the FBI. When 
full facts are developed relative to the proposed break-in and 
consistent with our plans to apprehend Grady and his associates 
during the commission of the break-in, consideration will be 
given to disseminating this information on a need-to~-know 
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
